Potash Suit. 
The m ines horn which Ibis product is ob­ 
tained are very valuable, since there is no com ­ 
petition in the market. 
There are only two 
of these mines, oiieof which is in German), 
at I,eoiK)ldsha!l and Stassfurt, and the other 
in Austria, at Kalusz. 
Mr. Kustel writes, to 
toe Mining aud Seionliflc Press, from Y ienna, 
that a very complete exhibition of potash and 
its productions eau tic seen at the \ ieuna E x­ 
position. 
He says, in referring to the mines 
mentioned aliove, that it is the belief thai 
these potash deposits arc the result of the 
evaporation of former remainders of large 
seas, concentrated in a few favorable locali­ 
ties. 
The formation of these deposits, under 
such iieculiar and lucky circumstances, indi- 
cates that Utile prospect for new discoveries 
exist in this line, but it is not impossible that 
such deposits may be Lund in the I Bited 
States, in districts where salt rock is known 
to exist. 
Although the potash was known 
and used in many branches of industry long 
ago, its large and extensive application in 
practical life is not older than the discovery of 
the Stassfurt dejiosit (twelve or fifteen years 
a<ro.) 
Formerly, the potash salt that covered 
the salt rock bed was considered a nuisance; 
its value not known; aud 
e bed of salt rock, but

Stassfurt.

Mr. Kustel writes, to 
tne Mining and Scientific Tress, from Vienna, 
that a very com plete exhibition of potash and 
its productions can be seen a t the V ieuna E x­ 
position. 
He says, in referring to the mines 
m entioned above, th at it is the belief that 
these potash deposits are the result of the 
evaporation of former rem ainders of large 
seas, concentrated in a few favorable locali­ 
ties. 
The form ation of these deposits, under 
such peculiar and lucky circum stances, indi­ 
cates that Jittlc prospect for new discoveries 
exist in this line, hut it is not impossible th at 
such deposits may be found in the United 
States, in districts where salt rock is known 
to exist. 
Although the potash was known 
and used in many branches of Industry long 
ago, its large and extensive application in 
practical life is not older than the discovery of 
the Stassfurt deposit (twelve or fifteen years 
ago.) 
Formerly, the potash salt th at covered 
the salt rock bed was considered a nuisance; 
it was not utilized; its value not know n; aud 
now, not the immense bed of salt rock, but 
the above nuisance is considered the wealth of 
Stassfurt.

< lo u d S ig n a l* . 


Sailors are proverbial for being goo I prog­ 
nosticators of til* weather, and any Ian Ismen 
may Incom e so by studying, as acum en do, 
the clouds. 
The height of tlie clouds rouges from fifty 
yards to four miles, bat the average height is 
two and a half railes. 
Their size varies; some 
clouds have licen known to occupy a space of 
twenty square milos, and their thickness bas 
been ascertained, by observers who have as­ 
cended iii balloons for that purpose, to be a 
thousand feet iii some cases, while others are 
thin and of .-rn iii dim ensions. 
These watery 
evaporations which rise from the whole sur- 
face of the earth, ascend on account of their 
elasticity aud lightness unlit the air becom es 
so cold and thin th at they can rise no higher, 
but are condensed. 
The clouds have been divided, with respect 
to their forms, into three simplo and distinct 
classes, aud it Is by observing these forms 
closely, aud beeum iog fam ilar with wbut their 
classes portend, th at the m ariner Is aided in 
finding Ins way over the traceless ocean.— 
Cirrus, Cum ulus and Stratus are the classes. 
The first is de-Ci ibed as resem bling a feather, 
or a lock of hair; parallel, fluxions or diverg­ 
ing tHnei. um lauted in their extent and di­ 
rection. 
This clas.*, more familiarly known 
a i cuil-c!ouds and m are's tails, belongs to the 
upp.'r region*, aud it has the least density bul 
the greatest height, variety of shape and di­ 
rection. 
This cloud is considered the first In­ 
dication of serene and settled w eather. 
It 
first shows it elf in a few fibre. spreading 
through the atm osphere, and these fibres by 
degrees increase in length, and new fibres a t­ 
tach them selves to the sides. 
It is also con­ 
sidered as tho first indication of wet after a 
continuance of dry or clear w eather, and ai>- 
pears as a w hite streak stretched ucro.-s tho 
sky, the ends lest in the horizon. 
It docs not 
last loader th an a few hours, aud sometime* 
only a few m inutes. 
’Ih e cum ulus, which is generally the m ost 
condensed cloud, has its seat in tho middle 
region, an I moves with the stream of air 
nearest the earth o r sea. 
The cum ulus is 
formed in sm all specks of cloud which are 
white Binits at first, 
and arose from small 
gatherings of Hie evening mist, which, rising 
in the m orning, grow s into small m asses of 
cloud while th e rest of the sky Incom es 
clearer. 
A bout sunrise these clouds increase 
in num ber and size; t to or more unito till a 
large cloud Is formed, 
which, 
assum ing a 
cum ulated and irregularly hem ispherical shape 
has received the nam e of cumulus. 
The ap ­ 
pearance, increase, and disap;*earancc of the 
cumulus in fine w eather are often periodical 
und correspondent to the degree of heat. 
It 
is properly a day -cloud, and generally forms 
a few hours after sunrise, attain s its largest 
size in the hottest hours cf tile afternoon, und 
decreases and vanishes a t sunset. 
G reat 
masses of cum ulus during high w inds in the 
quarter of the heavens toiaunls which the 
wind blows, indicate approaching calm and 
rain. 
Cum uli which occur during intervals 
t*elween showers, are more fleecy und vari­ 
able in orin and color. 
Sometimes they are 
blackish, or deep black, and may at any tim e 
increase and obscure tho sky. 
The cum ulus 
is the cloud th a t assum es so m any forms of 
majestic licauty a t sunset, 
arid reflects so 
touchingly the last smile of the departed god 
of day. 
The stratu s is an extended, continuous, 
level sheet of cloud, increasing from beneath, 
and includes the fogs and creecping m ists 
which frequently, after the n m has set, form 
near the earth and soar, increase in density 
till m idnight (w hat sailors call a grey night) 
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and disappear after sunrise. 
Tho stratus 
rem ain quiet and accum ulates layers of vapor 
till a t la st It falls In rain. 
The horizontal 
layers som etim es rise higher than a t others. 
There are two modifications o f Hie cumulus 
and stratus, which arc of an interm ediate na­ 
tu re; first, Hie cirro-cuuiulus, a connected sys­ 
tem of small, roundish clouds in close order; 
aud second, tho cirro-stratus, a horizontal 
cloud attenuated a t its circum ference, concave 
downwards, or undulated. 
There arc two 
m odifications 
which 
exhibit 
a compound 
structure, viz.: Cum ulo-siratus, a cloud in 
which the structure of the cum ulus Is mixed 
with th a t of the c irro stra tu s, or cirro-cum u­ 
lus—the cum ulus flattened at th* top and 
overhanging its base. 
N im bus—A dense cloud spreading out into 
a crown of cirrus, and p issin g beneath into a 
shower. 
The above classification is com prehensive 
and m ust necessarily include m ost clouds, yet 
when we exam ine these shadow y crea'lons 
carefully we see several th a t do not seem to be­ 
long to one of the seven classes more than 
an .thor, and we arc m istaken if, in very tem ­ 
pestuous weather, clouds may not sometimes 
be seen which cannot well be referred to any 
of them w ithout some assistance from fancy.

The City of Bremen possesses twelve hogs­ 
heads of what. according lo certain calcula­ 
tions undertaken by the Neu • Freie Press*, 
m ust be the m ost extensive beverage in the 
world. 
The town purchased in 1624 twelve 
hogsheads of Kudeshctnier ut 300 gold thalers 
each. 
These were placed in the municipal 
cellars, where they still rem ain. 
At the end 
of the next year these hogsheads will bo 250 
years old, and will, reckoning tb s interest on 
the original price al five per cen t., have cost 
790,GDO,OOO Prussian thalers. 
The waste of 
wine from evaporation is alw ays estim ated at 
five per cent, p eran n u m ; there rem ain, cou- 
•equentljr, only 463 bottles of the original sup­ 
ply. 
This anuual loss has been m ade up by 
m eans of old wine found in the cellar. 
Cal­ 
culating the price of a bottle of this wine a t 
one tim er only, the 216,000 bottles which will 
have been thus added by the end of 1874 will 
be worth 3,42 J,920,OOI) thalers, granting tie* 
sam e rate of interest, five per cent. 
A t tho 
end of next year the twelve hogsheads thus 
replenished 
will 
have 
cost 
4,218,51*0,000 
thalers, giving an average of ‘244.132 thalers 
per bottle. 
The hogsheads are fille t up on a 
system by which the wine added must, iii the 
course of time, pass through all the eleven 
hogsheads before reaching the last, which 
contains the oldest and m ost precious liquid, 
each drop of allicit reckoning a boule at 
1,003 drops, is now w orth 56,000 thalers.

aud disappear after sunrise. 
The stratus 
remain quiet and accumulates layers of vapor 
till at last it falls in rain. 
The horizontal 
layers sometimes rise higher than at others. 
There are two modifications of the cumulus 
and stratus, which arc oí an intermediate na­ 
ture; first, the cirro-cumulus, a connected sys­ 
tem of small, roundish clouds In close order; 
aud second, tbo cirro-stratu3, a horizontal 
cloud attenuated at its circumference, concave 
downwards, or undulated. 
There are two 
modifications 
which exhibit a compound 
structure, viz.: Cumulo-stratu3, a cloud in 
which the structure of the cumulus U mixed 
with that of the cirro^tratu?, or cirro-cumu­ 
lus—the cumulus flattened at the top and 
overhanging its base. 
Nimbus—A deose cloud spreading out into 
a crown of cirrus, and passing beneath mto a 
shower. 
The above classification is comprehensive 
and must necessarily include most clouds, yet 
when we examine these shadowy crea’ions 
carefully we see several that do not seem to be­ 
long to one of the seven classes more than 
an .ther, and we are mistaken if, in very tem­ 
pestuous weather, clouds may not sometimes 
be seen wbich cannot well be referred to any 
of them without some assistance from fancy. 


C U R R E N T T O P IC S. 


C lo u d S ig n a ls . 
Sailors are proverbial for being goo.1 prog- 
uosticators of tho weather, and any landsmen 
may become so by studying, as seamen do, 
the c!oud3. 
The height of the clouds ranges from fifty 
yards to four miles, but the average height is 
two and a half raile3. 
Their size varic3; some 
clouds have been known to occupy a space of 
twenty square miles, and their thickness has 
been ascertained, by observers who have as­ 
cended in balloons for that purpose, to bo a 
thousand feet in some cases, while others are 
thin and of small dimensions. 
These watery 
evaporations which rise from the whole sur­ 
face of the earth, ascend on account of their 
elasticity and lightness until tho air bccome.s 
so cold and thin that they can rise no higher, 
but are coudenscd. 
The clouds have been divided, with respect 
to their forms, into three simple and distinct 
classes, and it 13 by observing these forms 
closely, and becoming familar with what their 
classes portend, that the mariner is aided in 
finding his way over the trackless ocean.— 
Cirrus, Cumulus and Stratus are the classes. 
The first is described as resembling a feather, 
or a lock of hair; parallel, fluxions or diverg­ 
ing tibies, unlimited in their extent and di­ 
rection. 
This class, more familiarly known 
as cut 1-clouds and mare’s tails, belongs to the 
upper regions, aud it has the least density but 
the greatest height, variety of shape and di­ 
rection. 
This cloud is considered the first in­ 
dication of serene aud settled weather, 
it 
first shows it elf In a few fibres spreading 
through the atmosphere, and these fibres by 
degrees increase in length, and new fibres at­ 
tach themselves to the sides. 
It is also con­ 
sidered as the first indication of wet after a 
continuance of dry or clear weather, and ap­ 
peals a3 a white streak stretched across tho 
sky, the ends lost in the horizon. 
It docs not 
last loneer than a few hours, and sometimes 
only a few minutes. 
The cumulus, which is generally the most 
condensed cloud, has its seat in tho middle 
region, and moves with the stream of air 
nearest the earth or sea. 
The cumulus is 
formed in small speck3 of cloud which are 
white spots at first, and arose from small 
gatherings of the evening mist, wbich, rising 
in the morning, grows into small masses of 
cloud while the rest of the sky becomes 
clearer. 
About sunrise these clouds increase 
in number and size; t vo or more unito till a 
large cloud Í3 formed, which, assuming a 
cumulated and irregularly hemispherical shape 
has received the name of cumulus. 
The ap­ 
pearance, increase, and disappearance of the 
cumulus in fine weather are often periodical 
and correspondent to the degree of heat. 
It 
is properly a day-eloud, and generally forms 
a few hours after sunrise, attains its largest 
size in the hottest hours of tiie afternoon, aud 
decreases and vanishes at sunset. 
Great 
masses of cumulus during high winds in the 
quarter of the heavens towards which the 
wind blows, indicate approaching calm and 
rain. 
Cumuli which occur during intervals 
between showers, are more fleecy and vari­ 
able in orín and color. 
Sometimes they are 
blackish, or deep black, and may at any time 
increase and obscure tbo sky. 
The cumulus 
is the cloud that assumes so many forms of 
majestic beauty at sunset, and reflects so 
touchingly the last smile of the departed god 
of day. 
The stratus is au extended, continuous, 
level sheet of cloud, increasing from beneath, 
and includes tho fogs and creecping mists 
which frequently, after the sun has set, form 
near the earth and soar, increase In density 
till midnight (what sailors call a grey night)

His as ailant or assailants could not be 
learned at the time.

—The late earthquake in Chili, excites an 
over amount of interest, as com+tjg from that 
well shaken part of the New World. 
—After thv. season of regattas and summer 
resort horse races, comes the time for holding 
camp-tneeting3, now announced in various 
quarters. 
—If the farmers mean to bring about real 
reform, through the _agency of their granges, 
they had better steer clear of the advances 
made by either political party of the day. 
—The “ emotional insanity” humbug is be­ 
coming one of the greatest frauds of au as­ 
sumed progressive age. 
Who ever heard ol 
this nonsense iu the “ good old limes?” 
—That notorious Sing Siug convict, Wes. 
Allen, feigned the fit dodge, when the last re­ 
lay of prisoners were transferred to Auburn, 
and it soem3 with success, as he yet remains 
in his old quarters. 
—The Brooklyn Eagle, of Monday, reported 
three divorce case3 iu that “city of churches.” 
Two of them wereon the ground of adultery; 
the ther for alleged inhuman treatm ent by a 
husband, 
When will ilns business ot “ marry- 
iug in haste—relenting at leisure” be brought 
to u close ? 
—The sowing machine, notwithstanding its 
many benefits to the human race, is proved by 
a report or the State Board of Health of Ma3sa- 
chusett , after detailed investigation, to be 
very injurious to the delicate structure of the 
female frame, when its use ¡3 too prolonged 
daily or at stated times. 
—A combination of coal companies has 
been discovered, whose object is to put up the 
price of coal gradually but steadily until the 
winter mouths. A despotic government would 
summarily root out such extortioners; iu ttiis 
free republic the people merely protest against 
extortion, and then generally help on tbo 
swindlers in tbeir illicit gains. 
—What would this country do without the 
many “ big little men ” inhabiting it, who 
clamor so loudly for some passing local noto­ 
riety; feel [quite elevated in public gather, 
¡ngs, if not entirely neglected by the crowd;

Opera, and that large class of French}’, so- 
called “society” plays, of trashy, falsely drawn 
sentiment. 
—The New York World, in referring to the 
demolition of the market booths, truthfully 
adds that until the tenement pest house filth 
is attended to and effectually remedied by the 
Board of Health, the biggest part of their job 
is neglected. 
Sanitary measures, to be whole­ 
some, must bo sweeping in that city, hence the 
unlimited power given the health authorities. 
—Should Saturday or Monday be fixed as a 
pay-day for those persons who are paid week­ 
ly ? 
The latter day ¡astead of the former is 
getting many advocates by reason of the temp­ 
tations held out to many to squander their 
earnings on Sunday by acts of drunkenness 
and personal rioting. 
When other social 
questions of the day arc settled this one will 
likely get more attention. 
—The pres3 is commenting upon and criti­ 
cizing tho roving commission awarded Rev. 
Dr. Newman by tho President, as Consul In­ 
spector, to visit and inspect the various Amer­ 
ican Consulates. 
Kuch trips, if not similar, 
bavo taken place from timo immemorial in the 
history of our government, but like sine­ 
cures generally ought to be ended, as smack­ 
ing too strongly of personal favoritism. 
—Tribune correspondence from tbo Yellow­ 
stone expedition in Dakota Territory gives a 
readable version of how’ a pontoon bridge was 
made across a rapid stream encountered, of 
too great width for nsnal material at hand. A 
quantity of water casks were used as floats, lash­ 
ed lengthwise together,upon which wagou-beds 
were placed, with wagon tongues and reaches. 
The bridge, against the opinions of many, an­ 
swered its purpose. 
— The summary removal of the New Y'ork 
Fulton Market booths last Saturday night by 
direction of tbo Board of Health, is heartily 
approved by the great mass of those who 
cross the East Kiver Ferry at that point. 
Under the flooring of the booths was dis­ 
closed a sickening accumulation of filib, con­ 
sisting of black and green slime, liquid and 
solid vegetable reruse, rats, cats, fish, slops, 
<tc., all in a state of putrification. 
The other 
market occupants, not molested, are evidently 
pleased to have more space, light and air that 
before was shut out from them. 
The place 
for markets is farther uptown away from the 
narrow parts of the city.

—The late Jesse R. Grant’s personal estate 
was disposed of ou Thursday at auction. 
The 
old furniture brought a little more than com­ 
mon auction prices, except a decanter and a 
writing desk. 
A bed upon which tho Presi­ 
dent is supposed to have been born, only 
brought §5.50. 
TI10 sales realized $760. His 
entire property, all left to liis widow, is valued 
at $20,000. 
Mrs. Grant will come to Eliza­ 
beth, N. J.. to resido with her daughter, Mrs. 
Corbin. 
—The Herald publishes an alleged interview 
of one of its reporters with Mrs. Walworth, 
the parricide’s mother, and her son, at Sing 
Sing. 
He represents Mrs. Walworth as saying 
that she has taken no steps whatever to pro­ 
cure her son’s pardon. 
She says this is no 
time to make an appeal to the Executive.— 
She thinks Frank’s heallh ¡3 failing somewhat, 
but she does not believe he will ever becomo a 
loafer by prison associations. 
Sho does not 
believe Frank "planned, meditated and plot­ 
ted” tbe marilcr of his father, and sho insists 
that the world docs not know the true circum­ 
stances of the case yet. 


—President Grant returns from Washington 
to Long Branch this evening.

The establishment of a Su­ 
preme Court of judicature by which the record 
of your proceedings has been distinguished, 
will conduce as I hope to confer correspond­ 
ing benefits on the country in a more cheap, 
certain, expeditious and effectual administra­ 
tion of justice. 
Endowed schools act of 18G3 will a3 I trust 
tend to accelerate attainment of solid national 
advantages through the extension of educa­ 
tion in the middle and most numerous classes 
of community.

The hogsheads are filled up on a 
system by which the wine added must, in tho 
course of time, pass through all the eleven 
hogsheads before reaching the last, which 
contains the oldest and most precious liquid, 
each drop of which reckoning a bottle at 
1,1)00 drops, is now worth 56,000 thalers.

Nrw York, Aug. 5.—The tauu boats tilled 
with oil moved to tbo dock oí Rockafel- 
Icr’s oil works, at Hunter’s Point,Long Island, 
exploded this afternoon, and set firo to barrels 
and tanks of oil in tbo yard. 
The fire spread 
almost instantaneously, and enveloped.some 
three squares occupied by the oil works cf 
various parties. There was a very light wind. 
A volume of smoke ascended to an immense 
height, and of a density such as was nover 
before seen here, covering Brooklyn cdm- 
pletely from the sunlight, and extending for 
miles over the bay and out to sea. 
The fire­ 
men, who were promptly on hand, were 
unable to approach the yard 
or docks, 
giving to the intense heat a suffocating smoke. 
Pratt’s oil works, the Long Island City oil 
works, Loweustein’s varnish factory, and oth­ 
er oil work3 were consumed, and several 
buildings in the vicinity. 
Capt. Meyers, of

Some $30,000 of this insurance was 
obtained in small lots while the building was 
burning, and niter the flames had somewhat 
subsided. 
T..e charred remains of Captain 
Meyer were found in the ruins. 
Two deck 
hands named Williams and Henderson are 
missing.

/ IONCUUKKNT RESOLUTIONS 
proposing 
an 
\_y amendment to article eight of the constitution. 
Resolved (if tho assembly concur), That ai tid e eight 
of theconstitutiou be amei.iled, by «mending section 
lour thereof, so as to read a. follows: 
S 4. 'The legislature shall, by geueral law, conform 
all charters of savings banks, or institutions lor sav­ 
ings, to a uniformity of powers, right* and liabilities, 
and all charters hereafter granted lor such corpora­ 
tions sliall bo made to coulumi to such general law, 
and to such a. endment* as may be inado thereto. 
And no such corporation shall havo any capital stock, 
or shall ire trustees thereof, or any of them have any 
iutereat whatever, din ct or indirect, In the profits 
ot such corporation: and no director or trustee of any 
such bank or institution shall be interested iu any 
loan or tuso of money or property of such bank or 
Institution for savings. The lcgis’alure shall have 
copower to pa** any act granting auy special charter 
lor baukiDg purposes; but corporations or associa­ 
tions may be formed for such purposes under gener­ 
al laws. 
And further, by adding thoreto additional sections 
to be known as Htctions ten and e le v e D , as follows: 
S 10. Neither the credit nor the money of the state 
shall be given or loaned to or in aid of any associa­ 
tion, corporation or private undertaking. This sec­ 
tion shall not, however, prevent the legislature from 
rnaku g such provision lor tho education and support 
of the bliud, the deaf and dumb, aud juvenile delin­ 
quents, as to It may seem proper. Ñor sliall it ap­ 
ply to auy fund or property now held or which may 
hereafter be held by the statu tor educational puipo­ 
ses. 
g 11. No county, city, town, or village shall here­ 
after give auy money or property, or loan its mouey
